One of the speakers at the 
Texas Jaycee state convention 
this week end used a quotation 
to the effect that a democracy

In Congressman Omar Bur­ 
leson’s column this week he 
sights another one of the many 
projects that the federal gov­ 
ernment has designed to take 
care of us. His column follows: 


“On February 9, 1961, this 
column called attention to a 
measure in the Congress 
to 
create a Youth Conservation 
Corps. 


“The Committee on Educa­ 
tion and Labor of the House 
of Representatives 
has 
now 
favorably reported a bill known 
as the 
“Youth 
Employment 
Opportunities Act of 1962,” 
which is the same thing with 
a longer name. This measure 
is composed of two parts. The 
first part creates the Youth 
Conservation Corps and the 
second part has a title known 
as the “Youth Public Service 
Act.” 


“It is estimated to cost $25 
million the first year and $33 
million in each of the next two 
years. 


“Enrollment in 
the 
corps 
would not exceed 12,000 youths 
in any one year of the first 
three years of its operation. 
Young men between 16 and 
22 years of age would be eli­ 
gible, with 1-3 of the strength 
reserved for participation by 
State and local governments. 


“When an agreement is en­ 
tered Into with a State or lo­ 
cal agency, the agency must 
bear half of the cost with re­ 
spect to enrollees
